PREAMBLE : 


The Dam Rehabilitation and Improvement Project (DRIP ) has been taken up with the loan assistance of the World Bank for the 
Rehabilitation and Improvement of dams. After obtaining the approval of the State cabinet in 2011 for a total amount of . 483.32 Crore 
for 178 dams (39 dams ofmajor and medium irrigation & 139 dams of minor irrigation) Karnataka joined this DRIP programme. 

In addition to the above , due to the additional cost towards the contingencies and additionality for some of the dams which were 
left out during the finalization of the PSTs, there was change in project cost and reduction in its scope i.e., the project cost enhanced 
from . . 483. 32 Crore for 178 dams to . ..581. 18 Crore for the reduced number of 22 dams and administrative approval was accorded for 
`.581. 18 Crore vide the Government order read at (1) above . 

While preparing Project Screening Template (PST )s due to restriction in fund allocation , limited time allowed for preparation of 
PSTs, lack of experience in taking up rehabilitation works (since it is the first of its kind in handling rehabilitation works in the State ), 
inadequate investigations especially pertaining to under water components like upstream pointing / dam body wall grouting , stilling basin 
concrete, foundation and porous hole reaming etc , variation in the estimated quantities in many of the dams during execution have 
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occurred . Many of the dams in Karnataka are century old and require comprehensive rehabilitation . In view of this, variations arising 
during execution requires approval from competent authority. 
NECESSITY OF THE PROJECT : 

Mainly to improve the structural safety & operational performance of the existing large dams in the State. 

For 2 packages of 2 dams (KRS and Bhadra) where the Extra Financial Implication (EFI) s of variation items is either exceeding 
25 % of the Contract value or costing more than 10 .00 Crore , which is beyond the delegation of powers of the Empowered committee, 
EFI amounting to ..41.25 Crore was placed for cabinet s approval since the items are of essential nature required to be executed for the 
safety of respective dams.
